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Four indicted in Clark for death of Powell woman

All four suspects in a 
fatal apartment invasion 
and shooting were indicted 
Thursday, one for murder, 
burglary and assault while the 
other three were charged with 
complicity. 

During a preliminary hear¬ 
ing last month, Winchester 
Police detectives testified 
Christopher T. Robinson, 20, 
of Richmond, was the only 
one of the four who was 


armed and fired any shots 
when the shooting occurred 
at 250 Oxford Drive Apt. 47 
on Dec. 23, 2014. The inci¬ 
dent left Justin Meadows and 
Crayvone Richie wound¬ 
ed and Amber Caudill 
dead. Caudill, 19, of Clay 
City, was killed when a bul¬ 
let went through the floor 
of Meadows’ apartment and 
struck her. 

Thursday, Robinson was 
indicted for capital murder, 
first-degree burglary and two 
counts of first-degree assault 
for allegedly firing the shots

and entering the apartment. 

Lillian Barnett, who police 
said drove the three to the 


apartment complex, was 
charged with complicity for 
all counts, as were Lamont 
Wilkerson and Aaron Stailey, 
who accompanied Robinson 
to Meadow’s apartment. 

Police said Meadows was 
home when he heard a knock 
on the door but found the 
peephole covered. When 
they refused to uncover it. 
Meadows said he got his 
gun. Meadows told police he 
opened the door to find three 
men standing outside wear¬ 
ing ski masks and hoodies, 
who tried to force their way 


into the apartment. Meadows 
said he tried to slam the door, 
but Robinson’s gun got stuck. 
The three managed to push 
enough for Robinson to enter 
the apartment and fire. 

Meadows said he fired one 
shot in return, which struck 
Robinson in the chest. Police 
believe Stailey and Wilkerson 
fled when the shots were 
fired. 

Police are stiU waiting for 
forensic testing to confirm 
whether the bullet that killed 
Caudill came from Robinson’s 
gun.

Barnett was arrested on 
July 15,2014 after police say a 
truck she was driving backed 
into a parked car at the 
Powell County Courthouse. 
Barnett admitted to driving 
the truck and claimed she 
would “resolve the situation.” 

State police were called 
in and the troopers report 


indicated that Barnett “had 
slurred speech, was unsteady 
on feet and failed field sobri¬ 
ety tests.” However, that same 
report indicated that no alco¬ 
hol presence was indicated on 
the portable breathalyzer. 

She was arrested, taken to 
St. Joseph-Mount Sterling for 
blood tests and then to the 
Montgomery County region¬ 
al Jail. She was released later

the same day. 

Baechtold called the Times 
Tuesday morning after the 
case was heard in Powell 
District Court. The attorney 
stated that the charge was 
amended because blood tests 
indicated there was no alco¬ 
hol in Barnett’s system. He 
said the tests also showed that 
any prescription medications 
found were within “doctor 


prescribed therapeutic levels.” 

“The prosecutor had read 
into the record that all the 
evidence and witnesses he 
spoke to said Barnett was 
not impaired,” Baechtold 
said. A special prosecutor 
was brought in from Rowan 
County to handle the case. 

Barnett will pay a $100 fine 
on the amended charge.

Many people have had 
dreams of going somewhere 
or doing something spectac¬ 
ular. But very few get the 
chance to live that dream. 
Maybe it is because life comes 
at us too fast or something 
else gets in the way. But hav¬ 
ing a dream and trying to live 
it can keep people motivated. 

It has for Chloe Bruno. 

Chloe, a freshman at Powell 
County High School, has had 
a dream of going to Italy and 
studying there. The exchange 
student program is a great 
way to achieve that goal. But 
then there is the fact of life 
that it takes money. 

Chloe, 14, had heard stories 
about Italy from her father, 
Tim. Tim Bruno had trav¬ 
eled to Italy three times when 
served in the U.S. Marine 
Corps. Chloe listened to the 
stories and found out that her 
family has some roots there. 
That made her want to go 
even more. 

“Its a place I have wanted 
to see and to get a chance to 
go and study there is great,” 
Chloe admitted when asked 
about her dream to go. The 
cost to go as an exchange 
student for just 10 months is 


$15,500. 

Her family had hoped to 
be able to help send her. But 
then something else in life 
came up. 

Tim was diagnosed with 
a lung disease. His many 
years of working as an avia¬ 
tion mechanic took its toll. 
After serving in the Marines 
from 1988 to 1996, he went 
to work as a contractor in the 
same field. He last worked 
at Bluegrass Station. But the 
disease progressed and now 
he is trying to get his dis¬ 
ability since he cannot work 
anymore. 

The process is long and he 
says it has become a fight 
because “they think I’m too 
young” 

Chloe’s mom, Barbara, 
works part-time at the Powell 
County Public Library and 
at the Kentucky Reptile Zoo 
in Slade. 

The girl who has won rib¬ 
bons at the Powell County 
Fair with the chickens, roost¬ 
ers and rabbits she raises; the 
little girl who used to love to 
out with her dad to shoot a 
bow before he got sick, now 
has to figure out a way to 
make a dream come true. 

That is when she got an 
idea. Over the past year a 
website known as Go Fund 
Me has been utilized by peo¬ 
ple to help raise money. The 


site has helped people raise 
money for everything from 
going on trips to helping raise 
money for families in dire 
need. Many of the funds set 
up tend to either help those 
who need financial assis¬ 
tance due to a serious event 
or by people wanting to raise 
money to achieve a goal. But 
it can be used to raise money 
for just about anything. 

Chloe thought, why not 
and she is giving it a try. 

“We started in January and 
we have raised about $200,” 
she said. “That helped to 
get her passport,” her father 
added. 

The fund will not go public 
for anyone and everyone to 
donate until it reaches $500. 
When that happens, more 
people will find out more 
about Chloe’s dream and 
hopefully will help. 

Chloe also opened a blog 
spot (italiastoarrivando.blog- 
spot.com) so people could 
donate.. But donations are 
non-tax deductible. 

“She’s a good kid. I don’t 
want to hold her back and 
this is a good chance to go 
there.” Tim said as he hopes 
his daughter can get the 
chance to live out a dream. 
“We live on a small farm she 
likes raising the rabbits and 
chickens, she loves hiking 
and photography. I’ve been 


there and I hope she gets the 
chance to go.” 

The “aU A’s and one B” stu¬ 
dent with a sharp 3.8 GPA 
hopes to get to live her dream. 

The deadline to raise 
the money to go and study 
through the exchange stu¬ 


dent program is in July. 
Chloe hopes that more peo¬ 
ple will go to her Go Fund 
Me site and help her.

KYTC Graduated Driver License course now 


offered online, take it anytime and anywhere 


The Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet (KYTC) to¬ 
day announced an online 
version of the Graduated 
Driver License course for 
teaching safe driving tech¬ 
niques to beginning drivers. 

The online program rep¬ 
resents a fourth option 
for completing the course, 
which is required before a 
learner’s permit can be re¬ 
placed with an unrestricted 
driver’s license. 

Until now, three options 
were available: 

• A four-hour Graduat¬ 
ed Driver License course 
provided by KYTC in the 
driver’s home county. The 
course is offered for free, 
and at least two courses are 
held per year in each of the 
state’s 120 counties. 

• High school driver’s ed¬ 
ucation course or a similar 
course offered by a Ken¬ 
tucky community college, 
vocational School or Job 
Corps. 

• Private driver training 
course at a driver train¬ 
ing school approved by the 
KYTC Division of Driver 
Licensing. 

The new, fourth option 
is an online course admin¬ 
istered by I Drive Safely a 
driver education website. 

“Our hope is to make op¬ 
tions available for every sit¬ 
uation,” said Rodney Kuhl, 
KYTC commissioner of the 

/ - 


Department of Vehicle Reg¬ 
ulation. “We understand 
people have busy schedules, 
and this new online option 
just adds another conve¬ 
nient way for those strug¬ 
gling to find time for our 
classroom course.” 

The online course, which 
costs $15, takes about four 
hours to complete. The 
course can be taken when 
convenient for the driv¬ 
er and at the driver’s own 
pace, as long as the course 
is completed within 270 
days of the initiated login. 
The money charged for the 
course is collected by the 
website administering the 
course, not the state. 

Nearly 35,000 students 
take the Graduated Driver 
License course each year. 
Students taking the online 
course may have to wait 24 
to 48 hours before comple¬ 
tion of the course shows up 
on their driving records. 
But after the course is com¬ 
plete, a confirmation email 
will be sent to the student. 
The course is available on¬ 
line at http://teen.idrive- 
safely.com/Kentucky/. 

Once drivers have com¬ 
pleted the course, along 
with other requirements 
under Kentucky’s Gradu¬ 
ated Driver License Law, 
they are eligible for an un¬ 
restricted driver’s license.

Commissioner Kuhl said 
the public’s interest in on¬ 
line driver training became 
apparent after launch of an 


online version of State Traf¬ 
fic School for drivers cited 
for traffic violations. 

“The online Graduated 
Driver License Course is 
a logical extension of our 
services and another way 
to increase convenience for 
those looking for classes,” 
Commissioner Kuhl said.

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Frivolous lawsuits, helping stroke victims and pro-life issue discussed

The 2015 session contin¬ 
ued last week, as the Sen¬ 
ate and House convened 
on February 3, 2015. With 
deadlines approaching 
soon, the Senate held com¬ 
mittee meetings throughout 
the day only stopping to go 
into session. Our priorities 


are the focus as we work to 
improve Kentuckians’ lives 
with quality jobs and qual¬ 
ity education. 

On Thursday, Veterans, 
Military Affairs and Public 
Protection, the committee 
I chair, heard and reported 
a pro-life bill, Senate Bill 
7, which passed the Senate 
Thursday. The legislation 
requires a face to face con¬ 
sultation with a physician 
and an ultrasound prior to 
an abortion procedure. This 
is a pro-life bill, and it also 
ensures the patient under¬ 
stands all of the risks of the 
procedure. 

Members of both caucus¬ 
es came together in a bipar¬ 
tisan spirit to improve care 
for stroke victims in rural 
areas of Kentucky and pro¬ 
mote preventive care for the 
deadly cardiovascular dis¬ 


ease. 

The goal of the Senate Bill 
10 is to continue the devel¬ 
opment of a stroke system 
of care in Kentucky that fa¬ 
cilitates timely access to an 
appropriate level of care for 
stroke patients. This is espe¬ 
cially critical for those of us 
that live in rural Kentucky 
where every second counts 
for a victim of a stroke. 

It builds on 2010 legisla¬ 
tion that required the state 
to recognize certified pri¬ 
mary stroke centers. The 
2010 legislation was intro¬ 
duced after a study showed 
Kentucky had the 12th 
highest rate for strokes in 
the nation with 2,500 peo¬ 
ple dying every year. 

Another health care re¬ 
lated bill that passed was 
Senate Bill 6. This address¬ 
es the problem of frivolous 


lawsuits, which are costly 
and burdensome to medi¬ 
cal and assisted living cen¬ 
ters. The bill will implement 
medical review panels that 
independently review neg¬ 
ligence and malpractice 
suits before they move to 
the court system. Medical 
practitioners will have more 
protection from unfounded 
suits which are costly and 
have a negative impact on 
their practice. Policy such 
as this will also aid in keep¬ 
ing sorely needed doctors in 
Kentucky. 

To help our schools meet 
their needs, the Senate also 
passed Senate Bill 9 which 
is the prevailing wage ex¬ 
emption bill. This measure 
exempts school construc¬ 
tion projects from the state’s 
prevailing wage law. The 
prevailing wage law requires 


contractors to pay their 
workers a specified mini¬ 
mum wage rate for work on 
certain public construction 
projects. This legislation 
will decrease construction 
costs of elementary and sec¬ 
ondary education buildings 
by 7.6 percent. 

Another important edu¬ 
cation bill passed to allow 
Charter Schools to be im¬ 
plemented. Senate Bill 8 bill 
will permit a maximum of 
five public charter schools 
in Jefferson and Fayette 
Counties so that their effec¬ 
tiveness can be measured 
before opening this option 
to the entire state. Charter 
schools increase student 
achievement and impact 
the achievement gap. These 
schools will enroll students 
eligible for free or reduced 
lunch and who are assigned 


to KDE identified Focus 
Schools. Charter schools 
have the ability to use inno¬ 
vative strategies to achieve 
educational goals and are 
not under the regulations 
of local and state school 
board regulations. The bill 
passed our chamber and 
now moves to the House for 
consideration. 

So far, this session has 
been busy as we work hard 
to meet the needs of Ken¬ 
tucky in the short session. 
Friday, February 6th was 
the final day for bill requests 
and February 13th is the 
last day for new legislation.

With more than 100 bills filed in one day, list of issues growing fast 


FRANKFORT - In one of 
the busiest bill-filing days 
in recent years, members 
of the Kentucky General 
Assembly introduced more 
than 100 bills in a single day 
this week. 

The parade of bills being 
formally introduced in the 
Senate and House cham¬ 
bers on Tuesday marked the 
resumption of the 2015 leg¬ 
islative session after a three- 
week break. It’s now clearer 
than ever that there’s much 
work to be done in a rela¬ 
tively short amount of time. 
This year’s 30-day session 
is considered a short one, 
in contrast with the 60-day 
sessions held in even-num¬ 
bered years. 

By the time lawmak¬ 
ers’ completed this week’s 
work on Friday, the num¬ 
ber of bills introduced in 


both chambers totaled 
480. Many of these bills 
have been in the works for 
months, and early news re¬ 
ports indicated it would be 
a busy session. But seeing 
the list of bills one after the 
other highlights the point 
that this year’s array of is¬ 
sues is a particularly diverse 
one. 

A relatively small sam¬ 
pling of the proposals law¬ 
makers are considering this 
year includes measures to: 

•increase the state’s min¬ 
imum wage from the cur¬ 
rent $7.25 an hour to $10.10 
over the next three years. 

• set up a pilot program 
to establish up to five char¬ 
ter schools in Louisville and 
Lexington. 

• place a statewide ban 
on smoking in restaurants, 
bars and other public places 


and workplaces. 

• allow prescriptions for 
medical marijuana. 

• let voters decide on a 
proposed a constitutional 
amendment to automati¬ 
cally restore voting rights to 
felons convicted of certain 
offenses upon the comple¬ 
tion of sentences and pro¬ 
bation. 

• require a face-to-face 
meeting between the preg¬ 
nant woman and a health¬ 
care provider at least 
24-hours before an abortion 
takes place. Lawmakers are 
also considering a measure 
that would require a medi¬ 
cal doctor to perform an ul¬ 
trasound prior to a woman 
giving informed consent for 
an abortion. 

• place a proposed consti¬ 
tutional amendment on the 
ballot to give the General 


Assembly authority to halt 
administrative regulations 
found to be deficient. 

• permit communities to 
vote on a temporary local 
sales tax of up a penny to 
fund a specific projects. 

• allow workers the choice 
to work at unionized shops 
without paying dues to an 
organized labor group. 

• curb dating abuse by 
allowing people in such re¬ 
lationships to receive civil 
protective orders. 

• stabilize the state’s road 
fund by placing a higher 
floor on the level the state’s 
gas tax - which is tied to the 
wholesale price of gas - can 
drop to. 

• extend domestic-vio¬ 
lence protection to people 
in dating relationships. 

• tackle the state’s heroin 
problem through a com¬ 


bination of efforts, includ¬ 
ing stronger sentences for 
heroin dealers, more treat¬ 
ment options for addicts 
and wider use of naloxone, 
a drug that can reverse the 
effects of a heroin overdose. 

• allow bonds to be sold 
to shore up the Kentucky 
Teachers Retirement Sys¬ 
tem. 

• establish an indepen¬ 
dent panel of medical ex¬ 
perts to review claims of 
medical malpractice before 
a lawsuit can be brought in 
circuit court. 

• exempt public school 
construction projects from 
the prevailing wage law. 

• allow the use of more 
public-private partnerships, 
or P3s, to finance major 
projects in Kentucky. 

• strengthen efforts to 
prevent dog fighting by 


prohibiting the possession, 
training, breeding, and sell¬ 
ing of four-legged animals 
for fighting. 

Again, this is not a com¬ 
plete list of the issues law¬ 
makers are considering. To 
see a complete listing of the 
bills that have been filed 
and track their progress, 
visit the Kentucky Legisla¬ 
ture Home Page at www.lrc.

Guest Column: Five reasons kids should play organized sports - Life Lessons

In the past 30 years, obe¬ 
sity has more than doubled 
in young children and qua¬ 
drupled in adolescents, po¬ 
tentially leading to a host of 
chronic diseases later in life, 
according to the Centers for 
Disease Control. 

Conversely, the CDC re¬ 
ports that regular physi¬ 
cal activity provides a long 
list of physical benefits for 
children, but that’s not all. 
Daily exercise also pro¬ 
motes mental and emotion¬ 
al well-being that includes 
self-esteem. 

“By now, I don’t think 
anyone is surprised that 
regular exercise is good for 
children and inactivity is 
places them at risk for ill¬ 
nesses later in life, but when 
you take a moment to con¬ 
sider the data in-depth for 
children who exercise and 
play organized sports, the 
details of a child’s future 
come to life,” says Danyel 
Surrency Jones, presi¬ 
dent of Power To Give and 
co-founder of Powerhandz 
Inc., (powerhandz. com), 
a company specializing in 
athletic training products 
to improve performance 
in baseball, basketball and 
football. 

Danyel and her business 
partner and husband, Dar¬ 
nell Jones, a former pro¬ 
fessional basketball player 
who also co-founded Pow¬ 
erhandz, want kids in their 
community and beyond 
to benefit from the values 


learned from youth sports. 
That’s why they created the 
Power To Give program, 
which promotes positive 
development. 

“We believe in the pow¬ 
er of sports to change a 
kid’s life for the better,” says 
Darnell, who lists five sig¬ 
nificant benefits of youth 
sports. 

• Cultivates a positive at¬ 
titude: Sports are demand¬ 
ing. Come game time, a 
young athlete wouldn’t last 
long with a negative mind¬ 
set. “Practice is no cake¬ 
walk either,” Darnell says. 
“As adults, we understand 
the need to hype ourselves 
before hitting the gym. The 
rewarding feeling we get 
walking out from the gym 
is similar to what young 
people feel after a game or 
tough practice.” 

• Offers a sense of ac¬ 
complishment, confidence 
and self-esteem: As the 
CDC noted, simply being 
physically active builds 
self-esteem. We are physical 
beings who are not meant 
to sit in front of a videog¬ 
ame for several consecutive 
hours. “Again, if you’re a 
physically active adult, you 
feel that sense of accom¬ 
plishment in outdoing your 
last performance at the 
gym,” Danyel says. “Kids 
feel a similar way learning 
new skills and succeeding 
in a game, except more so.” 

• Builds better peer rela¬ 
tionships: Kids want to fit 
in, but it’s not always easy. 
Organized sports hurdles 
the high wall of social awk¬ 
wardness so many children 


feel. Team sports such as 
baseball, basketball and 
football demand partici¬ 
pants to work together for 
a common goal, which is a 


valuable lesson some adults 
still haven’t learned while 
interacting at work. 

• More restraint in avoid¬ 
ing risky behavior: Ideally, 


parents can get their chil¬ 
dren engaged - in anything 
that’s productive, really. 
Bored or disengaged chil¬ 
dren have a way of getting 
into trouble. A student is 
less likely to misbehave in 
class or break the law if it 
means getting kicked off the 
team of a sport they love. 

• Greater family attach¬ 
ment and frequent interac¬ 
tions with parents: Famous 
athletes say it all the time, 
“Thanks Mom. Thanks for 
driving me to and from 
practice, and thanks for 
showing up at the games.” 
And that doesn’t even count 
helping a child with actu¬ 
al practice - playing catch, 
squaring off one-on-one, 
etc.

During my childhood and 

H youth, February 12 was a 
significant national holi¬ 
day observed by everyone 
I knew. But it was more 
than a holiday; it was a 
time to remember and be 
Howard Coop thankful for an outstanding 

Guest Columnist possessed the 

moral courage to do what he 
knew to be right. Although 
February 12 is no longer a legal holiday, we can, 
on that day, remember, respectfully, the birthday of 
Abraham Lincoln, the unusual man that he was, and 
the significant contribution he made to our nation. 
Born on February 12,1809 in a one-room log cabin 


on a farm beside Sinking Creek near Hodgenville in 
what is now LaRue County, the rail-splitter became 
the sixteenth President of the United States in 1860 
at a crucial time in American history. Consequently, 
that common man, in an uncommon way, led the 
nation through the Civil War that has come to be 
known as the nation’s “bloodiest war, and it greatest 
moral, constitutional, and political crisis.” 

Through that crisis and without regard for public 
opinion and political pressure, Lincoln stood stead¬ 
fast for what he believed was morally right, and he did 
what he could to hold the nation together and bind up 
its wounds. As a result of his efforts, a nation, deeply 
divided by strong feelings rooted in conflicting ideol¬ 
ogies and political persuasions, remained united and 
healing occurred. His leadership during that crucial 


period of American history is credited with preserv¬ 
ing “the Union, abolishing slavery, strengthening the 
government, and modernizing the economy,” quite an 
accomplishment for a self-educated backwoodsman 
from the hills of Kentucky. 

Lest we forget, times like these demand more than 
moral equivocation and political posturing to gain 
favor. As Josiah Gilbert Holland wrote, “A time like 
this demands strong minds, great hearts, true faith, 
and ready hands” from men and women who “have 
honor” and “will not lie.” The need is for leaders who 
have strength of character that is grounded in proven 
principles that are morally right even though they 
may not appear to be politically correct.

FRANKFORT - A biU 
to strengthen penalties for 
habitual drunken drivers in 
Kentucky became one step 
closer to law on Thursday 
with its passage out of a key 
state Senate committee. 

Senate Bill 34, sponsored 
by Senator Dennis L. Par¬ 
rett, would change what is 
known in legal circles as the 
‘Took back period” to 10 
years from five years. What 
that means is that if some¬ 
one is convicted of drunken 
driving multiple times in a 
10-year period the penal¬ 
ties for the crimes can be 
increased. 

“For a lot of people one 
DUI, as serious as it is, is 
a mistake,” Senator Par¬ 
rett, D-Elizabethtown, said 
during testimony before the 
Senate Standing Committee 
on Judiciary. “I respect that. 
Two is not. Two is a prob¬ 
lem. Three is a big problem. 
Four is even a bigger prob¬ 
lem.” 

Parrett said he worked 


with the county attorney, 
judges and others in his 
district when drafting the 
legislation along with Rep. 
John Tilley, D-Hopkinsville 
and Senator Whitney West- 
erfield, R-Hopkinsville, 

who is a cosponsor of SB 34 
and is chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee. 

SB 34 now goes to the full 
Senate for further consid¬ 
eration. If the bill becomes 
law. Senator Parrett said it 
would be named the Bri- 
anna Taylor Act. Brianna 
was 17 when she died in 
a car wreck eight months 
ago in Hardin County. The 
Elizabethtown High School 
graduate was on her way 
home at the time of the 
crash.

He also fac¬ 
es additional drug-related 
charges. 

It is the seventh time Hil¬ 
ton has been charged with 
driving under the influence. 
Senator Parrett said. Hilton 
was sentenced to three years 
in prison in 2006 for repeat 
drunken-driving offences, 
according to the Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Court. 
Because Hiltons last drunk¬ 
en-driving conviction hap¬ 
pened more than five years 
ago, the latest charge is con¬ 
sidered his first under the 
legal definition of Kentucky 
current criminal statutes. 

“I just feel there needs to 
be more accountability for 
people out there with mul¬ 
tiple DUIs,” said Brianna’s 
mother, Tonya Taylor, who 
testified before the commit¬ 
tee along with her husband, 
David. “The current law is 
very lax.” 


State: Homestead exemption on 


real estate set for 2015-16 


The maximum home¬ 
stead exemption on real 
estate owned by qualified 
persons has been set at 
$36,900 for the 2015 and 
2016 tax periods. The 
2015-2016 exemption re¬ 
flects a $900 increase over 
the 2013 - 2014 exemption 
of $36,000. 

The amount of the 
homestead exemption is 
adjusted every two years 
in accordance with KRS 


132.810 to compensate for 
changes in the purchasing 
power of the dollar. The 
exemption provided state 
and local property tax 
savings of approximately 
$178 million for more than 
449,000 elderly or disabled 
Kentuckians during the 
2014 tax year. 

To qualify for the home¬ 
stead exemption, a person 
must be at least 65 years 
old during the tax peri¬ 


od or have been classified 
as totally disabled by any 
public or private retire¬ 
ment system. The property 
must also be owned, oc¬ 
cupied and maintained by 
the taxpayer as a personal 
residence on the January 1 
assessment date. 

Applications for the 
homestead exemption 
should be filed in the local 
Property Valuation Ad¬ 
ministrator’s office.
